manity possesses. While developing 
the power to its highest degree him- 
self, he also is seeking a way of 
teaching others to recognize it, and 
would make it an object of general 
psychological attainment. 


The Question In his tests now is 
not of overcoming skepticism as to 
the actuality of his power which is 
readily demonstrable beyond question 
of trick, but of giving to his investi- 
gators some idea of the extent of this 
latent ability when intensively de- 
veloped.
